His mo ther left Linco ln fo r El 
Paso Mo nday night. Other mem­ 
bers o f the family said no plans 
have been made fo r fu neral ar­ 
rangements. Mr. Gentry spent his 
bo yho o d in Linco ln, finished high 
scho o l here and later enlisted in 
the army du ring the war. 
Besides his parents, he is su r­ 
vived by his wife and five chil­ 
dren, o f El Paso ; five sisters.

the lap o f the leggu e co u ncil. 
The bo dy, co mpo sed o f Great 
Britain, France. Spain. Po land and 
Tu rkey, decided 'tinammo u sly to 
su bmit to the co u ncil a histo rical 
rçpo rt describing its activities in 
narrative fo rm. 
The co u ncil is expected to re­ 
ceive the repo rt Thu rsday mo rn­ 
ing, and Italian so u rces indicated 
that when the co u ncil meets the 
Italian delegatio n pro bably will be 
absent. 
It was explained that su ch ab­ 
stentio n wo u ld be in pu rsu ance o f 
the Italian po licy o f no t partici­ 
pating in discu ssio ns o f the Ethio ­ 
pian qu estio n when Ethio pians are 
likely to speafe at the co u ncil table. 
With the drawing u p o f the re­ 
po rt, the co mmittee ackno wledged 
defeat in its effo rts to find a basis 
fo r a so lu tio n o f the crisis. 
The repo rt was described as a 
pu rely 
o bjective and 
histo rical 
narrative o f the co mmittee activi­ 
ties. The repo rt will be su bmitted 
to the co u ncil Thu rsday mo rning 
and, with the su bmissio n o f the 
repo rt, the co mmittee will cease 
to exist ju ridically.

Norris For 
Changes In 
Constitution 


Nebrask an Says Should 
Be Amended To Meet 
New Conditions 


WASHINGTON. 
Sept. 
24 — 
(A P )— Senator Norris (R-Neb) 
said today it is no disrespect to 
the founding fathers to amend 
the constitution “wherev er and 
whenev er it is necessary to meet 
changing conditions of civ iliza­ 
tion.” 
“1 think as much of the con­ 
stitution as anybody, but 
think it is sacred or div ine,’ said 
the 74-year-old legislator in an 
interv iew. 
He argued that if the republi­ 
cans mak e that historic document 
an- issue in the 
19 36 elections, 
they will fail to impress the 
v oters. 
Norris 
himself 
already 
has 
succeeded in getting the constitu­ 
tion amended once and has urged 
two more amendments—one to 
abolish the electoral college and 
another to require the v ote of 
sev en of the nine members of the 
Supreme court before a law could 
be held 
unconstitutional. 
The 
electoral 
c ol l e g e 
amendment 
would let the people v ote direct- 


ly io € president and v ice presi­ 
dent. 
“You can’t pay aJty greater re­ 
spect 
to 
the 
forefathers 
who 
wrote the constitution 140 years 
ago,” Norris said, “than to amend 
it wherev er and whenev er it is ! 
necessary to meet changing con- | 
ditions of civ ilization . 
i 
“I think the mak ing of the con­ 
stitution was the greatest step by 
humanity in adv ancing civ iliza­ 
tion at that time, but conditions 
existing then and now are entire­ 
l y different. 
We hav e to mak e 
laws and constitutions to meet 
the aspirations of the people at 
the present. 
“The man who inv ented the 
.self-binder intended no disrespect 
to the man who inv ented the 
sick le because it w’as necessary 
in inv enting the self-binder to 
improv e upon the w'ork of the 
fathers who used the sick le.” 
“Our forefathers prov ided for 
a college of electors to elect a 
president. 
They did it in good 
faith and in their day it probably 
was the best dev ice, but it is 
completely out of date now and 
ought to be changed. 
“Our courts hav e tak en upon 
themselv es the authority to de­ 
clare acts of congress unconstitu­ 
tional. 
Our forefathers in fram ­ 
ing the constitution perhaps nev er 
intended this should be done. But 
it has been done and probably it 
is well the courts hav e tak en 
that 
authority. 
Howev er, 
they 
hav e carried it to an extreme 
that cannot be defended by any 
think ing citizen.”

the true motiv e of this campaign. 
The true motiv e is to be a good 
neighbor, to help other people to 
help themselv es by helping them 
regain their self confidence, their 
self respect.” 
Links Capitalistic Sy stem. 
Chancellor Cutshall link ed the 
chest program with a defense of 
the American capitalism system, 
“for which the mind of man has 
failed to produce a substitute.” 
“We who believ e in capitalism, 
modified to serv e our interests, 
dare not allow social infection to 
pile up in 
American centers,” he 
said. 
*‘We must help spread the 
results of our system to those who 
hav e met with social accident and 
distress.” 
I can honestly and truthfully 
say,” declared Ernest F. Witte, 
Nebrask a 
FERA 
administrator, 
that Lincoln this year faces a 
greater need to raise funds for 
community serv ice than ev er be­ 
fore.” 
Explaining t he 
gov - 
m ent’s intention to end direct re­ 
lief by Nov . 1, confining its acti­ 
v ities to prov iding jobs for em­ 
ployables, Witte said; 
“We hav e helped you through 
the worst. 
Now you hav e got to 
re-assume 
y our 
proportionate 
share of the burden. 
I think that 
that is a wholesome attitude both 
from the point of v iew of the gov ­ 
ernment and the community."

Miss 
Rockwood told the leagu e that in 
order to pu t the act into operation 
it w ill m ean a check-u p of the 
variou s kinds of federal aid of­ 
fered u nder the act; a check-u p 
of the N ebraska legislation need­ 
ed; appropriations to m atch fed­ 
eral fu nds w here needed; and 
necessary adm inistrative agencies 
state and local. The first part of 
the plan, as explained by Miss 
Rockwood, has to do w ith m a­ 
ternal and child health and will 
go into effect throu gh the state 
heaKh departm ent; part two is the 
pu blic w elfare field and inclu des 
old age pensions, aid for depend­ 
ent 
children, 
pensions 
for 
the 
blind 
and 
the 
developm ent of 
child welfare, state and local. This 
phase w ill go throu gh the state 
w elfare departm ent; the third part 
or the u nem ploym ent com pensa­ 
tion w ill m ean a new law in Ne­ 
braska and w ill be paid throu gh 
the state em ploym ent office. Fed­ 
eral aid to the states w ill be avail­ 
able Janu ary 1. The fou rth part 
of the act is vocational rehabili­ 
tation and w ill be taken care of 
throu gh the state vocational edu ­ 
cation departm ent and is intended 
to take care of parts of relief work 
throu gh perm anent provision by 
the federal and state adm inistra­ 
tions. 
It w ill mean m ore fu nds 
available in every cou nty and a 
perm anent plan to keep the act in 
operation.

. disaster in all of that 
foolishness,

dustry and business them selves m ay pile up debts, 


and the billions 
of 
obligations

They w ere sim ple in their habits, thrifty in their 
outlook, straightfo rw ard In their thinking, because 
that was the era in which they lived their lives. 
Then w'e w ere young and poor, as a nation. 
But they, these pioneers, w ere inured 
to 
debt. 
They didn’t ride out here w ith pots of gold hidden 
in their wagons. 
If they had an o utfit paid for, 
they w ere lucky. 
And then, though we may have 
forgotten it today, the Am erican governm ent en­ 
tered upon its greatest role of Santa Claus, for it
